Spring in Santa Ana! And at 
this time of the year the poppies 
spread open their faces to the 
sun. Along the side of the _ school 
building, where Charles Milner, 
custodian, planted the California 
poppies, bees from a neighborhood 
hive are gathering their daily ra- 
tion of honey. 

This process is perhaps one of 
the most interesting phases of in- 
sect life. How the “stinger”? work- 
ers are able to wander off in many 
directions, miles from their origi- 
nal home, to remote places, and 
fill their pollen sacs with the flow- 
er pollen is a problem which we 
can only guess at. However, psy- 
chologists maintain that it is the 
natural instinct of the insect. 

Many wellknown _apiarists 
agree that bees live in the most 
highly communistic state known to 
man. They work only for the bene- 
fit of the hive. There is no selfish 
motive guiding thir life. And ex- 
perts say, if a bee gets to a place 
where he cannot work, the other 
bees will destroy him.
